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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendment requires further consideration regarding 112 issues. It seems the amended portion of the 
limitation does not obfuscate the circuit at all, it cancels the obfuscation process. Overall, it results creating a non-obfuscation version of an 
electronic design because by adding an entangler circuitry and reversing the output of the entangling input signal could result with original 
input which is non-obfuscated version of the electronic design. For example, let X be a non-obfuscated version, then an obfuscation version 
is added which entangling circuitry, then X through entangling circuitry produces Y- output , then this Y-output go through the detangling 
circuitry (i.e. inverse of entangling circuitry) and having an original X-output which is still non-obfuscated version. Therefore, it seems there 
is no obfuscation is done by entangling the input signal and then reversing the output of the entangling circuitry by detangling circuitry. 
Therefore, the amended portion of the claimed invention seems to cancel the purpose of the obfuscation process and end up getting the 
same result which is non-obfuscated version of the electronic design. 

Regarding 101 issue, adding "tangible" to computer readable medium could not resolve the issue of 101. Examiner would like to suggest 
applicants to amend the claims as being "computer readable storage medium" in order to overcome the rejection. The storage medium 
could exclude the non-tangible mediums such as carrier waves. 
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
